London^ May 27— H arry G 
Haw ­ 
k e r’s ride to London today was a tr i­ 
umphal procession. 
A big crowd had gathered at the 
railway .station in Edinburgh, when 
che train bringing the daring Au.v 
tralian pilot and his navigator, Mac­ 
kenzie Grieve, arrived. 
The two men 
tried to make their way unnoticed to 
the station restaurant to get break­ 
fast, but were surrounded and car­ 
ried on the shoulders of the crowd, 
while thousands cheered. 
L ater in the m orning they received 
ovations from smaller throngs g ath ­ 
ered at all the stations in Scotland 
as they approached the English bor­ 
der. 
Upon their arrival a t the Marly- 
ebone station here tonight they will 
be m et by an official reception com­ 
m ittee and escorted by members of 
the Royal Aero Club and A u stralian 
soldiers to the Aero club houes. The 
police have made arrangem ents to 
nandle the big crowds along the two 
mile route the 
two 
aviators 
will 
travel. 
Among the messages of congratula­ 
tions received at H aw ker’s home were 
notes from the king and queen, Sir 
Joseph Cook, Prem ier Hughes, 
of 
A ustralia and Admirals Benson and 
Knapp. 
Describing his experiences today to 
correspondents aboard the train 
on 
which he is traveling' to 'London* 
H aw ker said that until his w ater fil­ 
te r became choked he was certain that 
he would reach Ireland without mis­ 
hap. 
“ We were about 800 miles out,’’ he 
said. 
“The weather was very bad 
and the clouds very high. 
Several 
tim es we tried to clear the filter by 
m aking sharp downward glides but 
always without success 
and 
this 
m eant losing altitude at eaeh attempt- 
When we climbed again the w ater boil 
ed badly 
“ Finally when we were 12 1-2 hours 
out from New Foundland we came to 
clouds about 15,000 feet high and very 
black— almost impossible 
to 
fly 
through. Each time we tried to climb 
.aboue them we boiled badly so I decid­ 
ed to go beneath tLem- 
Coming down 
to about 0,000 feet we found it black­ 
er than ever. 
Eventually I got to 10,- 
000 feet above the w ater 
before we 
could see to fly. We started on oui 
course again with the- sun just getting 
up, but could not keep the tem pera­ 
ture below boiling. 
Then we decided 
to play for safety. 
“ We began zigzagging back 
and 
forth, hoping to catch sight of some 
vessel# The wind was blowing from 
the northeast at half a gale. 
At last 
1 sighted a ship close to 
us on our 
port bow. 
We were both in the fog 
with clouds low and were almost on 
top of the ship before we saw her. 
“We flew alongside the ship at an 
altitude of 400 feet, fired three distress 
signals and began flying back 
and 
forth across her how. Finally some of 
her crew came on deck and .signalled 
th a t they understood us 
We went tm 
ahead about two miles and landed In 
front of her, making good landing In 
spite of rough water. 
‘We pulled down our own little 
boat anil made ready to take to her in 
case the biplane began sinking. The 
waves were running twelve feet high 
and breaking over both of us, but our 
life saving suits kept us dry. 
“Tile Mary drew up to within 200 
yards of us and for an hour and * 
half we watched her crew trying to 
put over a life boat. 
When they final­ 
ly got her launched they had difficul­ 
ty making their way to us, but after 
a fight with the waves, reached the 
plane and took us off. 
We were with­ 
out boots or caps when we got into 
the life boats and Grieve was w ith­ 
out his coat. 
We also lost a lot of 
valuable instrum ents and some mail 
we were carrying to England from 
New Foundland.”

LEG OF OVERSEAS TRIP 


Ponta Del Gada, Azoros, May 27—Carrying 
America’s hopes for success in the trans-Atlantic 
flight, the seaplane NC-4 winged away from here 
at 6:18 New York time this morning on the last 
leg of the trip across the ocean. 
Lieut. Commander Read said before the start 
that he expected to reach Lisbon, Portugal, before 
4 o’clock this afternoon, New York time, complet' 
ing the flight across the Atlantic. The distance 
from Ponta Del Gada to Lisbon is approximately 
SOO nautical miles. 
If the NC-4 flies to Portugal without mishap 
'.he will continue to Plymouth, England. 


Washington, May 27—With her jump from 
Ponta Del Gada to Lisbon more than one fourth 
completed, the NC-4 passed over station No. 5, 
about 250 nautical miles out, at 9:35 Washington 
time, according to radio dispatch to the navy de­ 
partment. The 250 miles were made in three 
hours and 17 minutes. 
Thirty minutes later she passed over station 
No. 6.

W ashington, D. C., May 19, 1919, 
To the Members of the Senate and 
House of Representatives: 
Dr) midnight July 31, 191.8, under 
the authority of Congress for w a r 
purposes, the President took super­ 
vision, yossession, control, and opera­ 
tion of the telephone .systems of the 
country and 
has 
since 
operated 
them. 
The w ar has practically ceas­ 
ed. 
The public press is strongly de­ 
manding, the general public and the 
owners of the telephone properties are 
urging, that. they 
be returned as 
speedly as possible, th a t fo rm er con­ 
ditions may bo restored and more s a t­ 
isfactory service be afforded. 
The 
President and the Postm aster General 
have announced that this will be done 
as soon as adequate arrangem ents lie 
provided for receiving and advant­ 
ageously operating them. 
It rem ains 
only for Congress to enact such legis­ 
lation as speedily as possible. 
The expenses of these system s have 
largely increased 
during the 
past 
year, for wages alone a t the ra te of 
more than $20,000,000 
per annum. 
This was inevitable and necessary by 
reason of larger proportional increases 
by the Railroads and industries of 
the country. 
Tile revenues are in­ 
adequate to care fo r such increases, 
and the deficit of the Government on 
that account to 
date is large 
and 
steadily increasing. 
The Postm aster 
General ordered th a t steps he taken 
to secure adequate revenues, but con­ 
tentions with the regulatory authori­ 
ties of the States, not yet settled, have 
prevented such adjustm ents. 
lf such conditions continue, neces­ 
sarily' the credit of the operating com­ 
panies will be impaired, proper ex­ 
penses cannot be met, the best operat­ 
ing forces cannot (be retained, needed 
extension and 
satisfactory 
service 
cannot be provided. 
A deterioration 
will ensue which 
in some localities 
m ay threaten a recurrence to public 
ownership or operation in order to 
care, even inadequately, for public 
needs. 
By prompt action Congress 
can prevent this contingency. 
Just' and speedy settlem ents should 
be made for all properties taken lin­ 
ier the existing law, that such bal­ 
ances now in the possession of the 
Government m ay be restored to as­ 
sist in th*' upbuilding and extension of 
the various system s for better public 
use. The conditions and regulation of 
operation should be clearly defined 
so as to permit the companies to re ­ 
establish and maintain a satisfactory 
service with reasonable rates without 
discrimination and procure the bene­ 
fits cf legitim ate competition. 
The 
principal operating companies of the 
United States are vitally interested 
in co-operating w ith Congress and the 
officials of the Government to accom­ 
plish these results.
